power: 


"Altogether from their disloyally 


to me, Gocring and Himmler have 
brought irreparable shame on the 
country and the whole nation by

enemy without my knowledge and 
against my will and also by illegal- 
ly atempting to seize control 
of 
the slate." 


Arthr Seyss-Inquart, named in 


tho will us Joachim Von Htbbcn- 
Irop's successor as foreign minis- 
ter, 
was understood not to have 


known before of such nn appoint- 
ment. He was reported to have re- 
ceived Ihe tardy word of this dubi-

Ribbentrop was said to have hid 


whatever disappointment he may 
have felt at learning the bill ignor- 
ed him completely.

puty party fuehrer

mann and Dr. Paul Joseph Goeb- 
bels, who had worked to destroy 
Hitler's confidence in him. Borman 
is being tried in Absentia; Goeb-. 
bels' body was found in the chan- 
cellory. 


Himmler apparently 
had 
dealt 
more independently in peace nego- 
tiations with count Folkc Bcrna- 
dotle of Sweden than had been be- 
lieved. The prisoners gave this as 
the likeliest reason for Himmler's 
"disgrace." 


Grand. Aclm. Karl Doenitx ap- 
peared to be better informed than 
any of the prisoners over the con- 
tent of the Hitler document. He has 
explained that he was notified of 
his appointment as Reich president 
and supreme commander and, as 
such, started peace preliminaries 
on his own initiative. 


Hitler's final admonition was: 
"Above all, 1 enjoin the govern- 
ment of the nation and the people 
to uphold the racial laws to the 
limit and resist mercilessly 
the 


poisoner of all nations, internation- 
al Jewry." 


The testament, dated April 29. 


1945, also disclosed that Hitler ex- 
pelled 
Rcichsmarshal 
Herman 


Goering and Gestapo Chief Hein- 
rich Himmler from the Nazi ranks 
for attempting to sei/e control of 
the state, and "negotiating 
with 


the enemy without my knowledge." 


The test of the political testa- 
ment — together with texts of Hi- 
er's personal will, an appendix o 
.he testament by Propaganda Min- 
ster Paul Joseph Goebbcls and a 
document recording Hitler's mar- 
raigc to- Eva Braun — was ro- 
'eased yesterday by Allied authori- 
ties. 


Hitler's testament indicated he 
preferred suicide in a Reichschan- 
cellcry bunker to trial before an 


Allied court. 


"I shall not full inlo the hands ot

he said.
